of the deceased John P* Kennedy taken on Edvenber 22, 1963 at tha Uuitec Stacks 
Naval Hospital at Bethesda, i*aryland. These water ials are presently in the 
custody of Dr* Rhoads as are certain other itens also sought by the State of 
Louis iana as described in the certificate of Edward A* Haggerty, Jr*, Judge of 
Section "C" of the Criminal District Court of the Parish of Orleans executed by 
hin on January 21, 1969 and filed with this Court* Upon consideration of the 
pleadings and exhibits filed by the parties to thin proceeding, and after 
argunent of counsel node in open court, and the Court being fully itiforued 
in the precises and the Court having afforded Dr* Rhoads and tlioae acting in 
privy with him or. opportunity, up to 4 P*A* the 17th day of Pebruary 1969, to 
allow Dr* Cyril H* \.'echt , a potential witness for the State of Louisiana in 
the Clay b.
